On May 21, internationally renowned sculptor 
Michael Singer leads us on a stunning visual tour 
of the intersections of art, architecture and public 
spaces in this month's edition of the BSA Lecture 
Series at the Boston Public Library. 


Throughout the 1970s and 1980s, Singer's work 
revealed new possibilities for outdoor and indoor 
sculpture and contributed significantly to the 
definition of site-specific art and the develop- 
ment of public places. His most recent work has 
been recognized as a solution to the challenge of 
joining large-scale public works projects to aes- 
thetic concerns and to the communities that are 
served by this infrastructure. 


In recent years, Singer has been engaged in a

variety of landscape and outdoor environment 


Europe. He has completed a woodland garden 
and sculpture, for example, for a two-acre site on 
the Wellesley College campus and a one-acre 
sculptural garden commemorating “Those Who 
Survived” as part of a new public park in 
Stuttgart. Singer also recently developed a mas- 
terplan for the Isabella Stewart Gardner Museum 
and, several years ago, worked with Kallmann 
McKinnell & Wood on the Becton Dickinson 


corporate headquarters (above) in New Jersey.

Universal design is focus of 
new design awards program 


Adaptive Environments — with the collaboration of 
the BSA and the AIA New York Chapter in 
Manhattan — is administering a new awards program 
intended to recognize design “that exemplifies a com- 
mitment to making places that work for the ordinary 
realities of being human.” 


Particular attention will be paid to projects that 
demonstrate thoughtful approaches to design issues 
such as indoor air quality, lighting, acoustics, naviga- 
tion and similar characteristics that both integrate and 
exceed minimal U.S. accessibility requirements. 


Built projects anywhere in the world completed after 
December 31, 1991 and designed by any design pro- 
fessional anywhere in the world are eligible. Entry cat- 
egories include urban public realms/parks/play- 
grounds/plazas, rehabilitation or adaptive reuse of his- 
toric buildings, and both new construction and reno- 
vations of or additions to residential projects, com- 
mercial facilities, public buildings of all types, and 
places of public accommodation.

“Yes, Virginia, It’s Okay to Raise Your Multiple to 
5.0” is the title of the lead article in a recent issue of 
Principal’ Report, the national practice newsletter. The 
article is based on a presentation by PSMJ Resources’ 
David Burstein at the ACEC convention in Las Vegas 


last year. 


PSMJ Resources, the Boston-based design-firm con- 
sultants led by Frank Stasiowski FAIA, has long 
argued that design firms harm themselves by failing to 


charge what design services are actually worth. At the 
ACEC convention, Burstein underscored the impor- 
tance for design firms of pricing on the basis of the 
value of their services to their clients’ businesses rather 
than pricing in terms of a mark-up on staff labor. 


The article focuses on changing business models, a 
better understanding of the services that should be 
perceived as relevant to clients’ needs, intellectual 
property, profitability and price issues, and a good 
deal more. PSMJ’s mantra is “price on value and man- 
age on cost”.

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BSA,funds BAC study of design 
students’ education/hopes 


In the early 1990s, the BSA began what is now a con- 
tinuing series of examinations of the ways in which 
the architecture profession has been changing and is 
likely to change in the near future. 


Beginning with the "Future Search" conference on 
Martha's Vineyard in the early 1990s, the BSA has 
been focusing on a broad range of project-team and 
project-delivery transformations in the building indus- 
try. Among the results of these efforts over the past 
decade or more have been publications such as Client 
Advisor, the project-delivery guidebook developed and 
published as a tool architects can use to help their 
clients understand project-delivery alternatives. 


Over a year ago, the BSA also created a small fund 
designed to provide architecture schools with small 
grants to investigate education- and practice-related 
issues related to our profession's continuing evolution. 


The first grant made under this program is a $24,500 
research grant provided to the Boston Architectural 
Center this year for a small research project designed 
to reveal insights about the background and percep- 
tions of those coming into the professions of architec- 
ture and interior design. The BAC research project 
hopes to uncover some information on how students’ 
perceptions of our professions are formed, how those 
perceptions evolve through academic study and entry 
into practice roles, how such perceptions affect attri- 
tion rates, and related issues. 


Muriel Waldvogel, the BAC's acting director for archi- 
tectural studios, and BAC executive vice-president 
Erin Rae Hoffer AIA are leading the research effort, 
which will include collaboration with a consulting 
firm specializing in the development of survey instru- 
ments and statistical data analysis. 


Preliminary results of the study will be the subject of a 
Build Boston workshop in November and additional 
presentations will be prepared for the Association of 
Collegiate Schools of Architecture and other architec- 
ture-related associations. For more information on the 
study, write Hoffer at erin.hoffer@the-bac.edu.

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Recording TUs is easy 


An excuse often used by young designers not partici- 
pating in the Intern Development Program (IDP) is a 
lack of time to do the necessary paperwork. This 
excuse doesn’t hold much water since documentation 
and reporting of the program's “training units” (TUs) 
is a rather easy task and, with recent and imminent 
changes, is becoming even easier. 


The National Council of Architectural Registration 
Boards (NCARB) has a wealth of information on its 
website (www.ncarb.org) designed to ease the per- 
ceived paperwork burden. On the web page titled 
‘Forms & Documents’ are two items young designers 
should download: the first is a series of 10 Excel 
workbooks known as the “IDP Training Unit 
Workbook” and the other is the “Employment 
Verification Form” (often referred to as Form 123). 


The Excel workbooks are great tools to use in docu- 
menting TUs. Each sheet covers a two-week span and 
organizes each week according to IDP’s 16 training 
areas with special columns to denote the day of the 
week. By using common sense and NCARB’s pro- 
gram guidelines, you can enter the hours or fractions 
of hours devoted to specific types of training. Since it 
is an Excel document, the formulas are built in so that 
the week’s training time is computed and converted to 
TUs. In addition, a tally sheet at the end of the work- 
book regularly updates your IDP standing. After 18 
weeks, the workbook is finished and the tally sheet 
reminds you to submit your earned TUs to NCARB. 
Form 123 
To complete that submission, use the two-page Form 
123. The Excel workbook used to assist you in record- 
ing your TUs is never sent to NCARB; the workbook 
is for your personal records. The new version of Form 
123 is now available online. Both the old and the new 
version document the same information such as the 
type of firm you work for (training setting), the peri- 
od you were employed at this firm, the number of 
TUs being submitted, and signatures of your IDP 
mentor and supervisor. 


The weakness of the old form — and the reason there 
is now a new version — is that information occasion- 
ally was forgotten or information that appears on both 
pages was inconsistent. The new Form 123 includes a 
definition of the training areas formerly left to the 
description in the IDP workbook. The new form is 
also in .pdf format — a smart form. That means you 
can complete the document on your computer and 
then print it so it’s ready for signature and mailing. 
The smart form will copy repetitive header informa- 
tion to the second page and will not allow you to 
check or fill in contradictory information. It will also 
tabulate TUs for you. However, if you are not interest- 
ed in using the new form, you can continue to rely on 
the old one. Remember to sign the form yourself 


before you have your IDP supervisor and mentor sign 
it — the dates adjacent to the signature should reflect 
that sequence of signatures. Remember also that your 
IDP mentor must be an architect registered in one of 
the 55 U.S. jurisdictions. 


Finally, there are tools on the NCARB website to 
allow to help you manage your NCARB record. 
Simply log in using your Council record number and 
you can renew your record online and update your 
contact information. You can also view your Record 
Summary Report, which lists your education and 
experience settings and dates of training received, and 
you can view your most recent IDP Periodic 
Assessment Report, which lists your TU (earned/to be 
earned) status. 


To begin the IDP program, you can request an appli- 
cation for a Council record (Form 112) online as well.

What are our social responsibilities ? 


To focus on how our special skills as designers are 
used to address social issues, we talked with John 
Wilson FAIA and Nancy Sullivan, who co-chair the 
BSA’s Task Force to End Homelessness. 


Wilson established the task force in 1986 when he 
found himself appalled at the extensive homelessness 
in Boston and saddened that the architectural com- 
munity at that time was not responding to this clear 
community dilemma. Wilson began to build a net- 
work with people of many different backgrounds 
including attorneys for the Pine Street Inn, representa- 
tives of the Emergency Shelter Commission, land- 
scape designers, contractors, interior designers, pho- 
tographers and, of course, architects, 


Over the years, this task force has become a national 
model and recently Wilson was honored nationally by 
the AIA with the prestigious Whitney Young Jr. 
Award for this work. The Wilson/Sullivan task force 
has provided pro-bono guidance to over 70 nonprofit 
organizations to help them develop feasibility and 
space-planning programs. The task force also has 
worked to educate architects and the general public to 
the intricacies and breadth of homelessness in Boston 
and also published a guidebook on how to donate 
items to organizations serving the homeless (an elec- 
tronic website version of the guidebook is currently 
under construction).

Wilson noted that despite the addition of more beds 
and more options for those who are homeless and 
despite the efforts of the BSA task force and other 
networks, the total number of homeless people in 
Boston has increased since the task force was created. 
Wilson notes that the problems related to homeless- 
ness are complex and cannot be solved only through 
pro-bono efforts; rather, he says, homelessness must be 
addressed more seriously by linking it to issues of 
development in the city. Sullivan notes that the task 
force as evolved from a project-oriented approach to a 
more issue-oriented focus by using legislative activism 
and by continuing to expand the informal coalition of 
organizations and institutions addressing this issue. 


Sullivan says about 25 architects are currently active 
members of the task force and that this includes many 
younger designers whose desire to help is reinforced 
by the community-service component of the national 
Intern Development Program. 


For all of us, this task force raises the issue of appro-

priate roles for architects in addressing community 
issues.

Herb Glassman AIA (above) died in 
March. Herb was a loyal friend and 
supporter of the BAC for over 55 years. 
His love for the BAC, his energy and 
enthusiasm, touched every aspect of life at 
the Center. He will be greatly missed by 
the countless friends he made over the 
past five decades. Herb attended the BAC 
himself in 1939 and left in 1941 after 
receiving a scholarship to MIT for his 
senior year. Immediately after graduating, 
Herb returned to the BAC to teach and 
he sustained that commitment to the 

BAC until his death. After WW II, Herb’s 
first job was at Hood Milk in Charles- 
town, where he oversaw the design and 
construction of the then-largest ice-cream 
plant in the nation. Later, he opened his 
own architectural practice in Lowell and 
his firm was a leading designer of public 
schools; he was most proud of his 
development of the “educational park” 
concept in Acton, Ayer and other school 
districts.

“The US standard railroad gauge (distance between the rails) is 4 
feet 8.5 inches. That is an exceedingly odd number. Why was that 
gauge used? Because that's the way they built them in England and 
the US railroads were built by English expatriates. Why did the 
English build them that way? Because the first rail lines were built 
by the same people who built the pre-railroad tramways and that's 
the gauge they used. Why did "they" use that gauge? Because the 
people who built the tramways used the same jigs and tools that 
they used for building wagons, which used that wheel spacing. So 
why did the wagons have that particular odd spacing? Well, if they 
tried to use any other spacing, the wagon wheels would break on 
some of the old, long-distance roads in England because that was 
the spacing of the wheel ruts. So who built those old rutted roads? 
The first long-distance roads in Europe (and England) were built 
by Imperial Rome for their legions. The roads have been used ever 
since. And the ruts in the roads? The ruts in the roads, which 
everyone had to match for fear of destroying their wagon wheels, 
were first formed by Roman war chariots. Since the chariots were 
made for (or by) Imperial Rome, they were all alike in the matter 
of wheel spacing. The US standard railroad gauge of 4 feet 8.5 
inches derives from the original specification for an Imperial 


Roman war chariot. Specifications and bureaucracies live 
forever...So the next time you are handed a specification and won- 
der what horse's backside came up with it, you may be exactly 
right, because the Imperial Roman war chariots were made just 
wide enough to accommodate the back ends of two war horses. 
Thus we have the answer to the original question. Now for the 
twist to the story. When we see a space shuttle sitting on its 
launching pad, there are two booster rockets attached to the side of 
the main fuel tank. These are solid rocket boosters, or SRBs. The 
SRBs are made by Thiokol at its factory in Utah. The engineers 
who designed the SRBs might have preferred to make them a bit 
fatter but the SRBs had to be shipped by train from the factory to 
the launch site. The railroad line from the factory had to run 
through a tunnel in the Rocky Mountains. The tunnel is slightly 
wider than the railroad track and the railroad track is about as 
wide as two horses’ rumps. So a major design feature of what is 
arguably the world’s most advanced transportation system was 
determined over two thousand years ago by the width of a horse's
